Tells Dentists: Use of Cortisone 
Raises New Problems for Them

Use of cortisone in treating 
arthritis and other ailments has 
created new problems for the 
dentist, the Mid-Continent Dental 
Congress was told today. 


Dr. Edward JJ. Ryan of Evans- 
ton, Ill, editor of Oral Hy- 
giene, warned that the drug 
interferes with healing of wounds, 
masks inflammation and paves 
the way for bone destruction. 

Cortisone tends to deplete the 
white blood cells and prevent 
healing after extraction of a 
tooth, Dr. Ryan said. A person 
taking cortisone should let his 
dentist know, he advised, and if 
a tooth extraction is necessary the 
dentist should get the patient’s 
doctor to withhold the drug for a 
week or so. 

Dr. Ryan added that a set of 
false teeth or a bridge that fits 
perfectly can become a misfit if 
cortisone causes the bones which 
serve as a foundation to disinte- 
grate. 

When a patient dreads what is 
ahead of him in the dentist’s 
chair and says he is “not up to it 
| today,” postpone the work rather 
than take a chance of doing vio- 
‘lence to his autonomic nervous 
| system, Dr. Ryan advised. He 
pointed out that anxiety is infec- 
tious, and a fluttery dentist can 
unnerve a patient, just as a cring- 
ing patient can upset the dentist. 

A new type of dental filling

material that looks like porcelain 
and does not dissolve or discolor 
was described by Dr. George C. 
Paffenbarger of Washington, 
chief of the American Dental As- 
sociation’s research staff at the 
National Bureau of Standards. He 
said the new material, made of 
resin or synthetic plastics, has 
proved far more durable than the 
cement fillings in common use. 

The dental congress opened at 
Hotel Jefferson today, with den- 
tists from 20 states on hand for 
a three-day series of lectures and 
clinics. 

What can be done to rehabili- 
tate persons with cleft palate will 
be demonstrated in a clinic to- 
morrow by Dr. Woodrow ‘O’Brien 
of St. Louis. Dr. Roy M. Wolff,

$11,223 IN TAX LIENS FILED 
AGAINST WALTER E. LIVENGOOD 


Mediation Board and Vol- 
untary Procedure Ruled — 
Valid — No Stand on 
Disputed Issues. .

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 26— 
Validity of that part of the King- 
Thompson public utility no-strike 
law which creates the State 
Board of Mediation and defines - 
its duties, including voluntary: 
mediation of labor disputes, was ' 
upheld today by the Missouri Sue - 
preme Court en banc. 

The court did not pass on the 
controversial issue of validity of 
provisions of the 1947 act prohib- . 
iting strikes in essential public 
utility services, authorizing the 
Governor to seize and operate 
utilities which are strike-bound 
or threatened with work stop- 
pages, terms of labor agreements, » 
and providing penalties for em-—" 
ployes .and employers for viola-° 
tions. 

In not ruling on these sections 
of the law, which were raised in” 
a test case on constitutionality of 
the entire act, the court held it 
was not necessary to pass on 
those questions in this proceed- 
ing, which was one to compel the 
state to continue paying salaries 
and operating expenses of the 
Board of Mediation. 


Tax liens totaling $11,223 were | 
filed today in the office of the |

Marek | 
is a professional bondsman. 

According to the liens, Polzin 
owes withholding taxes for 1950 
totaling $2756 and the Mareks 
owe income taxes of $1174 for 
1950.

The court confined its ruling” 
to what was necessary to deter-, 
mine the issue raised by the orig-. 
inal pleadings—whether the state“ 
could be compelled to continue 
paying the operating expenses of 
the board after Attorney General 
J. E. Taylor had issued an opin- 
ion declaring the entire act un- 
constitutional. 

Taylor gave such an opinion to 
the Missouri House last March, 
after the United States Supreme’. 
Court held unconstitutional a sim-~ 
ilar no-strike law of Wisconsin. . 
The Attorney General held State~ 
Comptroller Elmer Pigg could 
not pay expenses of the board, 
about $1100 a month, after last’ 
March. 

The board instituted a man- 
'damus suit in the Supreme Court 
to compel the state to continue 
/payment of operating expenses, 
contending the board was legally 
created. Briefs and arguments in 
the case were broadened to cover 
all questions of constitutionality, 
but the court confined its ruling 
to questions raised in the man-. 
damus suit.

EGYPTIAN WARNS

1. The incentive of going to 
bowl games is the reason some 
coaches and/or schools go further 
than they should. 

2. Advancing aid to athletes is 
not in itself wrong although only 
men who are mentally qualified 
should be allowed in college. 

3. College presidents must de- 
cide whether their aim is to make 
football a part of an athletic pro- 
gram or an outside show designed 
to make money. 

4. No outstanding football team 
can exist “unless it is on a money- 
making basis.” 

5. There has never been a case, 
to his knowledge, of a college 
falsifying records in order to ad- 
mit a football player. 

Tatum’s points were: 

1. Pressure. on coaches stems 
not from going to bowls but from 
pressure to beat traditional rivals, 
2. Notre Dame does not go to 
any bowl games but has the “best 
scouting system in the country.” 

3. Judge Saul S. Streit, who 
sentenced five basketball players 
convicted of shaving points, is 
“not capable” of telling colleges 
how to reform sports. é 

4. There is “nothing wrong” 
with the bowl games. 

Harlow, while discussing the 
bowls, said he had “real respect” 
for the South.

“Do you know who finally 
blocked the proposal and lined up 
delegates to beat it?”

Dick Kazmaier Unlikely 


To Play Pro Football 
PRINCETON, N.J., Nov. 26 (AP) 
—Dick Kazmaier, the kid who/ 
grew up to become one of foot- 
ball’s brightest modern stars, has 


iprobably played his last game. 


He wound up sitting out most of 
the Princeton-Dartmouth rough- 
house on the bench, the victim of 


a mild concussion and a nose 
fracture. He played enough to 
spark Princeton to the first touch- 
down of a 13-0 victory which gave 
his team its second successive Ivy 
League championship and twenty- 
second consecutive victory. 
Kazmaier, a psychology major 
and an excellent student, has said 
he has no intention of playing 
professional football — “barring 
the kind of offer no one could 


afford to turn down.” 

He probably won't get that 
kind of offer because he is still 
too slender at the age of 21 for 
the pros. Thus, his football ca- 
reer is probabyl over. 

When he graduates in June, he 
expects to go into service. When 
and if that is out. of the way, he 
plans to do graduate work in busi- 
ness administration at Harvard or 
at a Midwestern university.

Any Allowed Previously 
by WSB. 


A nation-wide campaign to seek 
general wage increases far above 
any allowed previously by the 
Wage Stabilization Board was an- 
nounced by representatives of 
250,000 oil workers who con- 
cluded a two-day meeting at Ho- 
tel Jefferson yesterday. 

Delegates said pay rises of 25 
to 30‘cents an hour, based on 
rapidly increasing profits in the 
oil industry, would be sought. 
Most of the major oil companies 
would be include@ in the first 
phase of the compaign, it was 
said. 


The meeting, said to be the 
largest of its kind in the indus- 
try's history, was attended by 74 
delegates from 17 CIO, AFL and 
independent unions. 

O. A. Knight, Denver, Colo., 
president of the CIO Interna- 
tional Union of Oil Workers, said 
that a substantial number of con- 
tracts are subject to reopening 
now. He said that negotiations 
would start immediately. 

Knight and other delegates 
signed a statement pledging “mu- 
tual support in a campaign to get 
wage increases far in excess of 
any previously allowed by the 
Wage Stabilization: Board.” 

The statement continued: “The 

rapidly increasing productivity of 
employes of the industry and sky- 
rocketing profits of the companies 
are adequate justification for the 
increases.” 
‘ Other signers of the statement 
were Elmo F. Rodgers, Baton 
Rouge, La., president of the oil 
panel, Independent Confederated 
Unions of America; F. L. Joiner, 
Dearborn, Mich., president of the 
Independent Central States Pe- 
troleum Union, and Joseph Hatzl, 
East St. Louis, er AFL 
crafts. 


WRONG TRAIN PUTS 
AIRMAN IN FRONT 
LINE FOR 92 DAYS 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 26 (UP) 
=—Cpl, John J. Murphy Jr., 20 
years old, wrote his parents here 
that he got on the wrong train 
on his holiday in Korea and 
wound up fighting on the front 
line for 92 days. 

He said a Korean policeman 
last September directed him to 
a train presumably going to a 
neighboring village near his air 
terminal group headquarters. 

“I fell asleep on the train and 
woke up north of the thirty-eighth 
parallel,” Murphy said in the let- 
ter received this weekend. 

He tried to explain to officers 
of a dismounted cavalry regiment 
that he was lost and wanted to 
go back to his ferrying group. 
Instead, he said, he was given 
a rifle and sent ‘into battle. By 


his ry was true, things were 
too hot on the front to do any- 
thing about it. 

The airman took part in more 
than 13 patrols and won the com- 
bat infantryman’s badge.

His wife, Delores, 
said he played it often. Loading 
his .38-revolver with one bullet, 
he’d spin the chamber, point the 
pistol at his head and pull the 
trigger. 

Yesterday he let his son, Billy, 
3, play with the empty pistol for 
a few minutes, then took it back 
and slipped a bullet into one of 
its six chambers. 

Mrs. Dwyer pleaded with him: 
“Don’t be foolish. Don’t try your 
luck again.” 

But Dwyer lay down on a bed, 
put the muzzle against his head 
and spun the cylinder. Then he 
pulled the trigger. This time his 
luck ran out. 


FORMER BOOTLEGGER GIVES

Army Engineers’ Stand.

The Army Engineers insist that 
extensive flood-water storage be- 
hind dams, plus some"local fldod 
protection works, plus extensive 
levees along the Missouri river 
are essential to flood control. 
They recognize a place for small- 


watercourse treatment and soil 
conservation, but deny that such 
measures alone could erevent 
floods. The Agriculture Depart- 
ment, which would handle these 
measures, agrees on that point, 
but maintains they would be of 
material aid. 

The Blue Valley Watershed 
Association, headed by an Over- 
brook (Kan.) editor, Dwight Pay- 
ton, was formed two months ago 
to promote the idea of small- 
watercourse treatment and soil 
conservation alone. 

A short time previously the 
Missouri-Arkansas Basins Flood 
Control Association, headed by 
Kirk McFarland of Kansas City, 
was established to back the 
Army’s plans for dams and lev- 
ees. Its main interest appears to 
be in the Kansas basin and along 
the Missouri below Kansas City. 

A principal objection to the 
mew dams has been that .they 
would take away highly desirable 
bottomland farming fields. There 
would be considerable normal in- 
undation of these bottomlands by 
the conservation pools, and occa- 
sional partial or full inundation of 
much larger surrounding areas 
by flood storage. Operation of so- 
called “dry dams’™ would have 
only limited pools in the vicinity 
of the old stream beds, for ac- 
cumulation of sediment. 

Land Available for Leasing. 

The extensive areas between 
the outer limits of the flood pools 
and the limits of either the con- 
servation or sediment pools wouid 
be available for leasing by farm- 
ers, subject to overflow in the 
course of operation of the reser- 
voirs. However, they would lose 
ownership and full control of the 
lands, and this likely will not be 
acceptable to some opponents of 
the dams. 

The move to operate Tuttle 
Creek as a dry dam is an ad- 
mitted effort to overcome the ob- 
jections to dams. Army Engi- 
neers anticipate a positive recom- 
mendation will be made to this 
effect, after the study.

HAT the President said to the Chief Justice, what the Chief 
Justice said to the President at their Thanksgiving dinner at 
Key West, is not known to this reporter, yet opinion is grow-

The offer of a post with largé 
and general authority, publicly 
represented as needful to reduce 
the immense burden on President 
Truman himself, would permit 
Chief Justice Vinson to step down 
gracefully from the bench. It 
would not involve foreign policy- 
making in pre-electoral politics 
to any greater extent than at 
present, and it would meet all 
the other requirements of the 
situation, if the President wants 
to nominate his friend as his suc- 
cessor, and the Chief Justice is 
willing to accept this chancy nom- 
ination.

Kansas introduced a bill, still 
pending, to authorize these addi- 
tions.

Chancellor Adenauer made after his Paris con- 
ference with the Big Three foreign ministers. 
By January, he prophesied, a peace. settlement 
will be completed, and Germany will be doing 
its part in the defense of the West. This is what, 
Americans would like to believe, but it sounds 
' & little like Herbert Hoover's predictions about 
prosperity just around ‘the corner. — 


- Dr. Adenauer breezily ignored the powerful - 


opposition of Dr. Kurt Schumacher and the Ger- 
man Socialists. He also overlooked the recent 
establishment of an Emergency Committee to 
Save European Peace by Fighting German Re- 
armament. This was formed by deserters from 
his own camp, Gustav Heinemann, a Protestant 
leader and former Minister of Interior, and 
Frau Helene Wessel. of the influential Catholic 
Center Party. 

Also, the German Chancellor did not release 
the contents of the latest letter from Herr 
Pieck, the East German president, about reuni- 
fication; and it cannot be forgotten that most 
West Germans are every bit as eager as the 
East Germans, if not more so, for a union of the 
divided country. Many have large property in- 
terests in the Eastern Zone. And they are likely 
to oppose an early deal with the West if they 
feel that it would block reunification. 

There also is the hard fact that nine months of 
negotiation have seen little progress toward 
agreement. Even Dr. Adenauer’s visit to Paris 
left unsettled such major questions as the right 
of the Allies to keep troops in Germany at Ger- 
man expense and to intervene in German po- 
litical and economic matters if they see fit. 
Many Germans also resent the AWied policy of 
returning industrial plants to former owners 
such as the Krupps, instead of leaving them 
longer in the hands of trustees. Also to be re- 
garded is the reluctant attitude of France, Italy 
and the Benelux countries toward the raising of 
a new German army. No wonder The New York 
Times’ Drew Middleton reported: 


Against this background of factual devel- 
opments the (Adenauer) communique fell 
flat, despite efforts of the office of the 
United States High Commissioner and the 
Federal Government to picture it as a tri- 
umph of German statesmanship and United 
States political acumen. 


Actually, the situation makes one wonder 
whether the NATO leaders, assembled in Rome, 
were not overly optimistic in setting back the 
deadline for German troops in Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s army from 1952 to 1953. Certainly, the West 
would like to see events shape themselves to 
Dr. Adenauer’s pattern, but we cannot afford to 
take the wish for the fact. 
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Road Bill to the Senate 


The critical half of Missouri’s new good roads 
legislation—the bill increasing truck fees—is 
before the State Senate this week. Since the 
House told the truck lobby where to park and 
passed this measure, Senate leaders are hopeful 
their chamber will do likewise. Then there 
will be an easier road ahead for the bill to raise 
the gasoline tax by 1 cent. 

Missouri’s present road revenues are ridicu- 
lous, whether the state wants to build new roads 
or only improve the cracking pavements it now 
has. Inflation emphasizes the point. And so 
does the action of 20 other state legislatures 
this year. A dozen have raised truck fees. Eight 
have increased the gasoline tax. 

Because of the wartime strain and heavy post- 
war traffic, highways nearly everywhere have 
become priority items for repair and improve- 
ment. The Missouri Senate knows that the road 
situation is especially serious here, where road 
taxes generally have been about the lowest in 
the nation for many years. 
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Mr. McGrath Promises 


Attorney General J. Howard McGrath has 
promised to turn over to the House subcom- 
mittee investigating tax prosecutions the files 
on tax cases which it has requested. 

By long-standing precedent, discretion as to 
whether such files shall be made available to 
Congress rests with the Executive branch. If 
Mr. McGrath makes good on his promise, he will 
go-far-toward allaying suspicions of the sub- 
committee and the public that the Department 
of Justice might drag its feet in the tax investi- 
gation. : 

These suspicions were inevitable. 
Department first sought to stifle and then to 
elicit a whitewash from the St. Louis grand 


_ jury which ultimately indicted Collector James 


P, Finnegan. 

Mr. McGrath and President Truman have 
sacked Assistant Attorney General T. Lamar 
Caudle. An uncharitable critic would say they 
have thrown him to the wolves. For the man 
they chose to replace him*as head of the tax 
division, Ellis Slack, was himself involved in 
the Department’s attempt to sidetrack Judge 
Moore's grand jury investigation. It was he 
who suggested that the jurors write their first 
“partial report” saying they could find no evi- 
dence of tax fixing. 

On the record, then, there was a presumption 
that the co-operation given by Mr. McGrath's 
department would be of the kind best calcu- 
lated to protect itself. The Attorney General’s 
pledge to turn over the tax files was necessary 
to counteract that presumption. 

The blunt truth is that Mr. MeGrath’s own 
promises of “complete co-operation” have’ be- 
come a debased coinage. It is up to him to 
validate them with convincing performance. 
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Judge Medina and Raeburn Green 

Judge Harold R. Medina might have been 
speaking of John Raeburn Green of St. Louis 
when he affirmed the duty of lawyers to defend 
persons charged with crimes such as subversion. 

Mr. Green has come in for criticism, as he 
knew he would, for taking the appeal of John 
Gates, editor of the Daily Worker, to the United 
States Supreme Court. It was before Judge Me- 
dina that Gates and 10 other Communists were 
convicted under the Smith Act in 1949. Mr. 
Green, who abhors Communism, took Gates’ 
case without pay and without strings because 
he felt it his duty not to leave the man without 
benefit of counsel. 

Judge Medina, mentioning no names, feels 
the same about the lawyer’s‘duty as Mr, Green. 
In support of President Truman’s statement that 
the American tradition of a fair trial for all re- 
quires that persons charged with conspiracy to 
overthrow the govenment by force should have 
competent lawyers, Judge Medina said: 

“No lawyer worth his salt would turn away 
from such a challenge and such an opportunity 
to serve America. To be specific, it is our duty 
to do all we can to make it clear to the public 
that a lawyer who defends someone charged 
with crimes of espionage, subversion, treason or 
what not is performing an essential function in 
a society such as ours. The more tenacious and 
determined the defense under such circumstan- 
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Missouri's legislators retura to Jeffer- 
son City Dec. 4 they will find the Hilsman minor 
parties bill ready for action in the House. It 
was approved unanimously last week by the 
House ‘Elections Cotmmittee. Prior to that it 
passed the State Senate 23 to 0. 

This reflects a proper feeling that political 
parties should be genuine parties and not legal 
subterfuges for spreading hate and prejudice. 
In particular it reflects a widespread belief that 
Gerald L. K. Smith’s so-called “Christian Nation- 
alist” party has misused the baliét {n Missouri 
by giving its race-baiting “state chairman,” Don 
Lohbeck, a public forum on the radio and else- 
where to which he is not entitled. . 

Thus the thinking oéhind the Hilaman bill 
is meant to be entirely constructive and to a 
large degree it is. The prospect remains, how- 
ever, that the bill in its present form would 
have the effect of Keeping al! minor parties aff 
the Missouri ballot. : 

As now drawn the bill would require a party 
to poll 2 per cent of the vote in order to stay 
on the ballot. That seems a’ small proportion 
and yet a check shows that it would eliminate 
minor parties which have given no offense. 
These inoffensive parties would pay for the sins 
of the Gérald L. K. Smith ranters, who then 
doubtless would find another way to disseminate 
their noxious doctrines. 

The purpose of the Hilsman bill is sound. 
Therefore it would be much better to postpone 
final action on it than to make Missouri a state 
which is unfriendly to the idea of minor politi- 
cal parties. Minor parties have contributed too 
much to American life to be penalized because 
of the Gerald Smiths and Don Lohbecks. 
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Job Seeking the Man 


Extraordinary difficulty is being met by the 
White House in finding a director of economic 
stabilization to succeed Eric Johnston. This is 
one of those situations that compound their own 
troubles. The longer the Administration searches 
for an able and willing appointee, the narrower 
becomes the field of the willing. For top men do 
not enjoy being billed as second choices. 

To any prospective stabilizer it must be obvi- 
ous that the job will be no picnic in the months 
to come. A weak stabilization law has hobbled 
the authority of Government to hold the price 
line, and labor is gathering its forces for an 
assault on the wage line. Whoever takes Mr. 
Johnston’s place can count on inheriting plenty 
of headaches and probably pleasing nobody. 

The magnitude of the challenge, however, 
should not in itself make it impossible to find a 
good man to meet it. Good men have taken 
tough jobs before. We suspect that two other 
factors weigh even more heavily. 

One is the dual nature of the Truman Admin- 
istration—the fact that men of high principle 
and proved ability sit side by side with others 
who have come up by the crony route. As ex- 
posure of influence peddling and misuse of 
public office or private gain in some branches 
of government proceeds, it naturally becomes 
more difficult to attract men who can only be 
attracted by the opportunity for conscientious 
public service. 

The opportunity for such service, moreover, 
may seem more than ordinarily limited in the 
special field of economic stabilization. The plain 
fact is that although everybody talks about the 
crucial need for a stable economy, there is a 
widespread feeling that nobody really believes 
in taking the steps necessary to secure stability. 
That was certainly true. of Congress, which 
passed a weak law and then after weeks of de- 
liberation declined to strengthen it. It may be 
true of the country at large, or at least of the 
pressure groups which make the most noise. 

Nevertheless the Government needs a direc- 
tor of economic stabilization. It needs one who 
can convince the country, and keep it convinced, 
of the need for doing those things that will keep 
the economy in balance during the defense ef- 
fort. For such a man the White House must seek 
one who believes in stabilization himself. 
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Still Time for Housing 

The East St. Louis City Council has one last 
chance to salvage the proposed $4,564,182 low- 
rental housing program for that community. If 
the council backs down on its stubborn refusal 
to change a zoning regulation, work can go for- 
ward on the 400 urgently needed housing units. 
But continued opposition will mean none. 

Two factors cloud the issue. The first is a row 
between the City Administration and the St. 
Clair County Housing Authority. The City con- 
tends its zoning commission should have been 
consulted before the authority went ahead and 
purchased the proposed housing sites on acreage 
now zoned for single-family use. The housing 
units would be multiple dwellings. 

The other factor is the opposition of many 
home owners living close to the housing authori- 
ty’s land. They contend that school and municipal 
services would be overburdened and that their 
property values would decline. These assertions 
have not been proved. | 

But what is really at Issue in this case is 
whether the housing is to be subordinated to the 
zoning regulation. Will the community benefit 
most by upholding the zoning, thus saving face 
for the City Administration and benefiting some 
private home owners? Or will a greater bene- 
fit flow from building? Most voters, we think, 
will urge the housing.

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SAME OLD TRAIL? 


Mr. Taft Expounds on Foreign Policy 


The Mirrer 
of 


Public Opinion 


Contender for G.O.P. presidential nomination stands some facts on 
their heads in new book, editorial says; he lands in queer positions; 
yet Ohio Senator seems to-realize our foreign policy was formed 
not so much by Mr, Truman as by hard facts of world situation.

Senator Robert Taft has written a book 
expounding his stand on foreign affairs 
which is quite an acrobatic performance. 
It turns out that his voting record is by 
no means an index to his present-day 
stand; on the contrary, he will invite the 
jibe, which he has himself used in the 
past, of me-tooism. 


In the absence of clear-cut opposition, 
he devotes a lot of his space to charges 
against the Administration which, when 
they are not half- 
truths or falsehoods, 
are stale and unprof- 
itable—though inev- 
itable from the pen 
of a contender for 
the Republican nom- 
ination for Presi- 
dent. 

For instance, he 
repeats the allega- 
tion, which even the 
Republican policy 
statement of a year 
ago did not make, 
that Secretary Ache- 
son in January, 1950, 
said we would not Senator Taft 
defend South Korea. 

This was the famous Press Club speech. 


The fact is that though Mr. Acheson 
excluded Korea from our “defense perim- 
eter,” he added that in case of an attack 
anywhere along the rim of the Pacific, 
“initial reliance must be on the people at- 
tacked to resist it and then upon the com- 
mitments of the entire civilized world 
under the Charter of the United Nations.” 


The action that was taken six months 
later when South Korea was overrun was, 
in other words, entirely consistent with 
Administration statements. The whole 
case against the Administration on Korea 
and China is similarly garbled. 


Mr. Taft is concerned over the safe- 
guarding of the war-declaring prerogative 
of Congress. In this concern all Americans 


- will share. Was there a usurpation, as Mr. 


Taft suggests, when Mr. hn sent 
troops to Korea without previously getting 
a declaration of war out of Congress? 


At the time of the aggression, Mr. Taft 
was not so sure, for he then asserted that 
“the general principle of the policy is 
right,” and voted for the appropriations to 
carry it out. The recommendation to send 
troops into Korea came from Gen. Mac- 
Arthur and John: Foster Dulles, and Mr. 
Truman took action only after full consul- 
tation with the leaders of Congress. 


However, as we have said before, the 
position, which was to have been clarified 
by the inoperative U.N. Participation Act, 
needs to be regularized. 


Great play is made of the alleged failure 


of the United Nations. It was, in Mr. 
Taft’s opinion, “organized on an Unsound 
basis with a yeto power in five nations and 
is based, in fact, on the joint power of 
such nations, effective only so long as they 
agree.” 

Certainly the setup is not ideal. Ideally, 
so long as the system of nation-states con- 
tinues, there should be weighted represen- 
tation, as in the World Bank and Monetary 
Fund. That is to say, voting strength 
should correspond with the power held by 
the member-states. In the absence, how- 
ever, of any mutually agreeable means of 
figuring out an index for a nation’s power, 
the signatories agreed to a veto power 
éxercised in the Security Council by the 
five great nations. 


The difficulty there has arisen not so 
much“from their system as from the un- 
willingness of Russia to co-operate in the 
enforcement of peace. At the same time 
the new influence acquired by the Gen- 
eral Assembly has been striking. Mr. Taft 
omits any account of this, and seemingly 
attaches no weight to world opinion. 


Moreover, though he would base world 
organization on a rule of law and justice, 
he does not explain that the United States, 
when it joined the World Court, objected 
to compulsory jurisdiction, which of 
course, is the sine qua non of a “rule of 
law and justice” among nations as among 
individuals. Would Mr. Taft agree to com- 
pulsory jurisdiction? 


After reading Mr. Taft's book, we agree 
with him that “there is much more agree- 
ment on the general character of the strat- 
egy to be adopted than is generally sup- 
posed.” 

This is what emerges when Mr. Taft has 
finished standing facts on their head. His 
querulousness in this latter regard lands 
him into some queer positions. He would 
keep the Atlantic pact, and its commit- 
ments of troops for Europe, though he led 
the fight against the pact. He advances as 
a reason for his old hostility and his pres- 
ent desire for the amendment that the 
pact is violative of the .“useless” United 
Nations. 

Yet he would come to a hard-and-fast 
military alliance with the nations of the 
British Commonwealth, an alliance that 
would be equally violative of the U.N. 
Charter, if you admit—which we don’t— 
the Taft argument. And, pray, what else 
have we got but an alliance with the chief 
members of thé British Commonwealth— 
now that the Pacific Pact has been added 
to the Atlantic Pact? 


Perhaps these dillos will be ex- 
cused in a man o on the basis of this 
book has come to realize that the general 
contours of our foreign policy have been 
determined not by Mr. Truman but by 
the ineluctable facts of our world situation.

The Indian Answer 


THE PHILOSOPHIES + + ete by Heinrich Zimmer. 


(Pantheon, 687 pags., $6. 


This title may suggest a dull book—a 
catalogue of the extreme intellectual sub- 
tleties elaborated by peoples possessed of 
a language so rich in complexities that it 
arrested action. This book is in fact the 
reverse. Written by a scholar who knew 
his way in these labyrinths of teaching, 
it is able to take us through these many 
passages to the center of the maze. Dr. 
Zimmer was a master of the word—of 
these many texts—because he had come 
himself to the spirit these texts talk about. 
In its light he can show us the significance 
of India's millenial effort to answer the 
threefold riddle that confronts one in any 
~ -¥ “Where am I? What am I? Who am 

The Indian answer has probably never 
before been presented to us so succinctly, 
logically, and lucidly. 

True, India did not make the same an- 
swer all the time. Sometimes, even to her, 
the most necessary emphasis seemed, as 
with us, to be on action, service, the self- 
less ordering of human conditions. At 
others its accent appeared to fall (as our 
own religious interest has mainly been) 
on salvation by devotion to a divine-hu- 
man Lord and so in His name to all His 
flock. But mainly (the reader of this mas- 
terly summary will be confirmed in feel- 
ing) India’s unique contribution was in 
answering the question “Who am I?” 


The interest in the analysis of the self, 
in the study and control of the focus of 
consciousness was always pre-emptory. 
Throughout this book which takes us from 


‘Dravidian cultures of the third millenium 


B.C. to the “jana” sage Ramana who died 
last year, Dr. Zimmer gives us one driving 
narrative—the story of man in search of 
the secret of himself. Often, held in the 
grip of that riddle, India seems to have 
neglected the challenges of Nature and 
the appeals of the neighbor in his need. 
But always the belief was that until man 
knew himself, he could not know (and so 
rightly serve) his fellow man or even un- 
derstand, and safely use Nature. Pure re- 
search must come before applied: See 
page 3 and the lens must be studied be- 
fore the image can be known as true. 

In this book, as we see, the psychologi- 
cal problems as raised for example in 
Tantra, go deeper than in our psycho- 
analysis and psychosomatic medicine. Yet 
the knowledge of the body, mind, and the 
sex cycle is also always treated in regard 
to the familial and social setting and in 
the frame of subtle and penetrating cos- 
mology. Such a book as this must, there- 
fore, appeal not merely to the specialist 
or even to the historian in the widest sense 
but to everyone who is concerned for man- 
kind in its present crisis which is so large- 
ly one of psychology and religion.

As Ike warms to his lecture, he 
stresses that this is not simply a 
matter of being able to buy them.

So, there is no other way out 
than to rebuild the spiritual, eco- 
nomic and military base of the 
free countries.

Often at breakfast but cer- 
tainly always beginning at 9 
e’clock a procession of visitors, 
with time carefully rationed, 
moves through his office.

time.

No man, not even one with the 
vigor of Ike, can do this day in 
and day out without a drain on 
his energies. Yet, he’s stood up 
under it remarkably well. And 
the influence it has exerted on an 
extraordinary range of visitors 
hardly can be exaggerated. 

Many who come as skeptics go 
away converted. This applies par- 
ticularly to a stream of newspaper 
publishers who have passed 


through SHAPE. Since Eisenhow- 


er deals in generalities illumin- 
ated by the force of his personal- 
ity, they and other visitors are 
likely to go away convinced that 
his political views are. identical 
with theirs. Whether this is the 
case will be determined only when 
and if he steps out of his military 
role onto the political stage.

Just a Relapse. 


Despite the inspirational nature 
of Ike’s approach to his job, there 
is no inclination to belittle the 
fact that the Western strength, in 
comparison with the Russian 
strength, is still weak. 

Against this background and in 
view of the newest crisis in the 
French Government and economy 
and the sagging British financial 
Structure, the tendency of many 
is to lapse into the familiar gloom 
of the past. 

But the soldier-diplomat in the 
Eisenhower jacket doesn’t allow 
himself to become a pessimist. At 
times his answers on what can be 
done to cure the new economic 
crisis have an evasive sound per- 
haps, because he is so determined 
to resist defeatism and because 
for the present there is no cure- 
all in sight. 

The convalescent may have had 
a relapse, but, as Eisenhower sees 


it, this is no reason for giving up 
on the recovery of the essential 
core of the West.

Lesson for Men

OE took her to the movies and she said she had had a very 
Joressan evening. Next week he invited her to a dance and 
she turned him down—said she was going with her brother. 
“That didn’t make sense to me, Dr. Popenoe. A girl 
doesn’t go places with her brother from first choice,” Joe 
asserts. “I asked her if I had done anything that offended her 
‘and she said it wasn’t what I had done but it was what I had 
“not done! She refused to give me any further explanation. 
What do you think she could have meant?” ; 

Psychologist H. K. Moore of Arkansas A. & M. College 
questioned a great many girls as to the reasons that led them 
to drop men whom they had been dating. His summary con- 
tains a number of lessons that ought to be helpful to all of 
us men! 

First in frequency are personality and character as re- 
vealed in behavior, Dr. Moore reports. Drinking, untrust- 
worthiness, bad manners, an overbearing manner or, at the 
other extreme, great bashfulness—these and a dozen other 
things might lead a girl to think she would waste no more 


time on this candidate. 
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SECOND REASON was the man’s failure to understand a 
woman’s feelings or desires. Dr. Moore gives one case in 
detail] in his full report. The man in question didn’t give the 
girl an engagement ring when they were first betrothed; he 
waited until just a month before the marriage and then 
handed her a cheap, shoddy specimen—and second-hand at 
that! She naturally wondered whether ‘it had taken him all 
that time to get it back from some girl to whom he had pre- 
viously given it! :

BY 14 OR SO, most girls 
tend to find boys as attractive 
as they formerly found them re- 
pulsive. Boys have an extreme 
and exaggerated appeal for them.

Boy-crazy Mavis and Jane will, in 
all probability, eventually calm 
down and get over their excessive 
interest in the pposite sex. 

In many things, as the child 
grows up, he first at one age with- 
draws too far from some new 
thing, then at the next age ap- 
proaches it too closely. 

And this is the way girls often 
act with boys: They hate them all 
(though nevertheless interested in 
them) when they are 11; -“just 
love” them all when they are 14. 
Try to have equal patience with 
both stages, and try not to take 
either one too seriously.

is how it started. 

This “scotch” seems to be the
